GOLD ARTICLE 


In March 2003, e-Bay yielded a small (carte-de-visite), unidentified 
image from a New Britain, Connecticut, photographer; its decipherment is as 
difficult as originally finding its golden subjects. 

The image shows the Fricot Nugget, a perhaps 233 troy ounce, 16- 
inch cluster of crystalline gold discovered in 1865 at Spanish Dry Diggings 
near Placerville in E] Dorado County. Here the quartz-seam curiosity rests 
on three gold bars at the 1867 Paris Universal Exposition. 

Although shorn of some of its weight by 1883, French miner Jules 
Fricot’s 14 avoirdupois pound treasure used te be on display at the Division 
of Mines and Geology in the Ferry Building. Currently, the 204.1 troy 
ounce gleaming mass greets visitors at the Mariposa County Fair Grounds. 

Note the angled corners on the three bars that yielded chips for 
assaying. [John G.] Kellogg, [John] Hewston & Co., at 416 Montgomery 
Street, cast the large center one, No. 1916, which is about 1.1 x 1.8 x 3.5 
inches. At some 99 troy ounces, it is 84.5% pure, or 845 fine, and then 
valued, with pure gold at $20.67 per troy ounce, at $1,741. The left bar, No. 
670, is 47.82 ounces and roughly 1.1 x 1.5 x 2 inches. Augustus P. Molitor, 
across from the Branch Mint at 611 Commercial Street, contributed the right 
one, No. 1091, coming in at 66 ounces and perhaps 1.2 x 1.6 x 2.5 inches. 
All carry a circular U.S. stamp for the 0.5 percent Civil War tax. 

These are the treasures miners sought.

You indicated that you had several small scales like the picture of the one | 
just sent you. You also said you had the box type where the upright is 
screwed into the box for support. 

| thought I had written you that mine is much larger. | am furnishing further 
details as to size. The horizontal beam is 12 1/4 inches long and 1/2 inch 
thick near the fulcrum. The pans are 6 1/8 inches in diameter and 1 inch 
deep. When the scale is handheld the ends of the beam are 13 inches 
above the top of the suspended pans. This scale is capable of weighing 
substantial amounts.

The beam is iron and about 13 inches long. A picture is attached. 

The punched name is about 1 inch wide on the beam and a picture is attached 
showing individual letter punching. The rust and patina is the same in the 
punched area as on the rest of the beam. 

Bob Chandler at the WF archives says he has found nothing similar as yet. He 
has a written inventory made in 1859 which shows 35 scales valued at $200 
each on hand which he feels have to be the large glass cased Howard and 
Davis gold scales which were not portable and one of which they have in their 
museum, None of those have any WF name marking. | have had for many years 
one of these made by Davis after their partnership ended. 

Chandler tells me WF had about 50 agents in 1855. | presume my scale is for 
agents who traveled about buying and transporting gold and was shortly after 
1852 when the WF Express was formed.
